REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the citizens of Cheshire County: 


In keeping with the Public Statutes oe the State of New 
Hampshire, your Commissioners are presenting herewith their 
annual report of the year ending December 31, 1952. Included — 
are the reports of the County Treasurer, Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk 
of Courts, Superintendent of County Farm, Master of. the 
House of Correction, and County Auditors. 


During the year ending December 31, 1952 considerable 
repairs have been made to buildings at ‘the County Farm. 
The gravel wall well installed, has been appreciated, for at no 
time has there been a shortage of water through the drought 
during the summer. Lightning rods were installed on epee 
piggery and sheep barn, (so called). 

Considerable repairs have been made at the Cone House 
building. Two rooms off the gallery to the Court Room, form- 
erly used for storing old records have been cleared and made 
available for consulting rooms for lawyers. Doors, roofs and 
chimneys to the building have been repaired. 

The rates at the County Farm both in the nantes and 
dormitories, were raised. Mature timber has been cut according 
to plans suggested by the Forestry Commission.. . 


Microfilming records in the offices of Register of Deeds 
and Probate have been completed within the appropriation. 

The Welfare Department has spent a good part of time 
and effort on County children, taking them to clinics, buying 
them clothes and investigating their home conditions as well as 
taking a number of them into Court as neglected children. 
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For the past two years through continuous supervision 
over $4,000.00 a year has been paid to the County toward the 
support of the children on Board and Care, through ‘local 
Courts, the County Solicitor, Social Security Bureau and Hu- 
mane Agent. This year ten more children have been added to 
the County Boarding list, making a total of 44. 


Regular welfare services have been given to a number of 
county families to help them over emergencies. Considerable 
time has been spent with older people arranging for medical 
care and treatment, assisting them in getting Social Security 
benefits, veterans’ pensions, old age assistance and in con- 
tacting relatives of those unable to qualify for the above bene- 
fits. Cooperation has been maintained with all State and pri- 
vate welfare agencies, Veterans’ and Social Security Bureaus, 
Schools, the Employment Office and Town officials. 


The County Commissioners wish to express their thanks 
to Mr. Harry Lichman for his excellent work and willingness 
to cooperate, at all times, with us, as our County Solicitor. We 
will regret very much his resigning his office of County Soliei- 
tor in the spring but do wish to congratulate him on the ap- 
pointment to Probate Judge. 


The advice of Chief Messer of the Keene Fire Department 
concerning care of fire hose as well as other suggestions have 
been followed. The cooperation of Keene Water Works De- 
partment in installing two new hydrants at the County Farm 
is appreciated. 


The Commissioners wish to express their appreciation to 
Superintendent, Mr. Baker, and Matron, Mrs. Sawyer, County 
and Town officials in helping with County affairs. We extend 
an invitation to the citizens of Cheshire County to visit and in- 
spect the institution at Westmoreland.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the 
Superior Court during the periods under review were ex- 
amined and compared with corresponding entries in the 
Treasurer’s records. Supporting invoices and payrolls were 
also examined and the classification of expenditures noted. 
Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 31, 1951, is 
shown in Exhibit N. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of Court 
of Cheshire County were examined. Court receipts were 
checked by source, insofar as possible, and found to be prop- 
erly recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk were supported 
by invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a 
Superior Court Justice. | 


COUNTY FARM 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm were examined. Receipts of the County Farm 
were checked by source through the triplicate receipt forms. ~ 
All receipts, as recorded in the cash book, were properly ac- 
counted for by the Superintendent through remittances to the 
County Treasurer. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of the 
County Institutions for the years 1950 and 1951 are presented 
in Exhibits G and O, respectively. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Competitive Bidding: 
Section 8 of Chapter 47 of the Revised Laws, as amended 
by Chapter 165 of the Laws of 1949, provides that 


‘‘Any purchase of equipment or materials made 

by a county in an amount exceeding three hundred 

dollars shall be by competitive bidding, provided that 

the county commissioners by unanimous vote may 

waive the provisions for such bidding. .. .”’ 

Under date of May 19, 1942, the then Attorney General 
Frank R. Kenison, in reply to an inquiry from this office gave 
the following opinion relative to this law: 
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. The statute does not define competitive bid- 
ding but it has been interpreted generally to mean a 
bona fide attempt to obtain offers or bids from several 
sources in order that the county may benefit by the 
lowest price. Since the statute does not determine the 
manner of ascertaining these offers and bids, it rests 
with the sound discretion of the County Commission- 
ers aS to whether the bids will be in writing and the 
form which they will take. In cases where competitive 
bidding cannot fulfill its purpose, it may be waived by 
unanimous vote of the County Commissioners duly 
recorded in their offices, together with a statement of 
the reasons therefor, which are open to public inspec- 
tion at all reasonable hours.’’ 


We did not find that bids in writing were always re- 
quested or submitted in connection with the purchases of ma- 
terials and supplies by the County during the years 1950 and 
1951. We were advised that the common practice has been to 
phone or write for prices. 

We believe, however, that in accordance with the inter- 
pretation of the law, as quoted herein, in the case of purchases 
exceeding $300.00 in amount where competitive bids have not 
been obtained, it is the duty of the County Commissioners to 
keep a record of waivers indicating in each case the reason 
why bidding was waived. 


Conclusion: 


The accounts and records of the county officials were 
found in good condition and the accounting and financial pro- 
cedure, with exceptions as herein noted, conformed to pre- 
seribed methods and procedure. 


In conformance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 1939, a copy of this report or a summary of its essential 
features should be published in the next annual report of the 
County. This letter of transmittal should be included in its en- 
tirety but the publication of Exhibits is optional. 


The appreciation and thanks of the members of this D1- 
vision is hereby expressed to the officials of Cheshire County 
and the office staff for the assistance rendered dining the 
course of the audit.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners of Cheshire 
County : 


I herewith submit my third annual report. 


Our new gravel packed well is proving very satisfactory. I 
think we have given it sufficient test to feel that it will prove 
up to the guarantee. That should be more than enough for our 
needs. 


We have replaced the hose house by the hospital building 
with a larger one, giving us room for more hose and a chance 
to keep it off the ground. The hydrant has been replaced with 
a new one. The hydrant north of the buildings was leaking 
and it has been replaced with a new one. A hose house has 
been built over this hydrant and is suppled with hose and 
fittings. I think that we now have our fire fighting equipment 
up to the standard recommended by the State Fire Marshal 
and Chief Messer. 


One of the springs on the hill at the Willard Bill place 
was dug out and tiled. New plastic pipe was laid to the house 
and barn. Some of the sills of the house were rotten and were 
replaced. The porch roof was in bad shape and has been 
fixed and general carpenter repair work done. This set of 
buildings should be painted as soon as possible. 


The roof on the main barn was leaking and had to be re- 
shingled. At the same time the sheep barn, so called, the old 
piggery, the ell on the shop, the brooder houses and the jet 
on the garage were re-shingled. 


Two of the garage doors were beyond repairing and were 
replaced with overhead doors. 


We have painted the garage, shop, hen house, brooder 
houses and hydrant house across the road. This was a two 
coat job and has made a great improvement in the looks of the 
buildings. The hospital building has had a two coat job on 
the out side and we are now painting the inside. The men’s 
Dormitory rooms, hallway and barber shop were painted last 
winter. Also the House of Correction. 


I believe the fluorescent lights in the men ’s dormitory, 
barber shop, dining rooms, kitchen and women’s building have 
been put in since my last report. 
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Some of our garden crops did not do as well as usual. We 
did freeze more corn and canned more tomatoes than a year 
ago. 

Our farm crops were about as usual. I feel that a dry sea- 
son like this last summer is when our increased use of fertilizer 
really pays off. By using oats and ladino clover we had very 
good pasture for the cows until fall. I believe that in the Green 
Pasture Program we were placed second in the State and 
County Institution Division. Our more or less permanent 
pastures are in need of considerable renovating. We again 
filled one silo with grass, using silagas (liquid sulphur diox- 
ide) as a preservative. This worked out very well and has 
heped to eliminate the disagreeable odor so often associated 
with grass silage. I think the time has come when we should 
give serious consideration to a forage harvester and a new 
blower. 

-We have been fortunate to have no serious outbreaks of 
sickness. We wish to take this opportunity to extend to Dr. 
Stevens’ family our appreciation of his many years of service 
to this Institution, and his faithfulness in tending to our many 
demands. 

Mr. Nowlan continues as our Chaplain, conducting a regu- 
lar monthly service. Mr. and Mrs. Cousins have also been most 
faithful in giving us a second monthly service. May we, at this 
time, express our sincere thanks. 

We wish to thank the Catholic Daughters, the Community 
League of Jaffrey and the Rogers Rangers of Marlboro for their 
gifts, at Christmas, the Ladies Aid of Westmoreland for com- 
ing in during the year with their gifts and neighbors and 
friends who have sent or brought in clothes and books and 
magazines. 

To you Commissioners, we are mindful of your interest and 
appreciate your thoughtfulness and consideration. To Mr. Bur- 
bank; we regret to loose you from our Board of County Com- 
missioners. To" Mr. r. Ingham, we extend our welcome.

This year marks the completion of six years of service 
as your County Solicitor; and I feel it only fitting at this time 
to take this opportunity to express my appreciation to the citi- 
zens of Cheshire County for their successive votes of confidence 
that have enabled me to serve them in the Courts of this County 
since 1947. 


Besides the number of cases which have been listed as 
having been disposed of in the Superior Court, a considerable 
number of cases have been disposed of in the Municipal Courts 
of the County. Legal advice and assistance have always been 
available to the County Commissioners and to the Selectmen 
of the various towns when so requested. 


I would like to point out that the Sheriff’s Department, 
which is the primary law enforcement agency in this County, 
has always operated in a very efficient and capable manner. I 
do have one recommendation to make with reference to that 
office, and that is relative to radio communication service. In 
this modern day of the automobile and other rapid means of 
transportation, it is most vital to efficient law enforcement that 
all law enforcement agencies have available up-to-date, 
integrated systems of communication. At present the radio 
communication system of the Sheriff’s Department is not on 
the same frequency with that of the State Police, nor that of 
the Keene Police Department. The present radio equipment of 
the Sheriff’s Department is out-moded and is in considerable 
need of repair. I would like to recommend to the Cheshire 
County Delegation that they seriously consider the installation 
of new radio equipment so that the Sheriff’s Department can 
integrate their radio system with that of the State Police and of 
the Keene Police Department. If this is done, rapid apprehen- 
sion of criminals will be considerably facilitated, and it is my 
opinion that the citizens of this County would be greatly bene- 
fited insofar as protection of life and property are concerned. 


I likewise wish to take this opportunity to commend the 
Keene Police Department, particularly Chief William T. Bridg- 
ham. His courtesy and his cooperation not only with this office 
but with all law enforcement agencies has been deeply apprec- 
ciated. I sincerely feel that Chief Bridgham should be particu- 
larly commended for the fine public relations that he has built 
up in his Department since he took office. 


I likewise take this opportunity to express my appreci- 
ation to the County Commissioners for the many courtesies 
rendered to me and for their fine cooperation. I likewise wish 
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to thank the State Police and the Attorney General’s Office at 
Concord for the valuable assistance and cooperation rendered 
to this office during the year 1952.
